comitmnist party was created and organized by two Slav agents named Dusan 
and Miladin, who aimed only to prepare the ground for Russian infiltration*

through family tradition or religious or cultural conviction, are in~ 
transigent enemies of Communist theory and practice* Whatever opinion
